Famine Prevails in Provinces of North 
Japan. 
Victoria, B. C., Jan. 4.— Thousands 
are starving 
in North J a p a n 
on ac­ 
count of the famine there, according to 
advices received here during the day 
by the steam er Empress of Japan. 
A 
government report says Miyaga, Fuku- 
shima and Iwate 
provinces, with a 
population of 2,821,557, are confronted 
bv the worst famine since the deadly 
one of sixty years 
ago. 
So great is 
the calamity in 
Miyaga th a t famine 
investigators report that “the sentence 
of death has been passed on one-third 
of the people 
of the province.” 
Al­ 
ready thousands in those three prov­ 
inces are obliged to cat shrubs, roots 
and bark cf trees to sustain life, and 
1,000,00b people are in extreme con­ 
dition. 
I'he misery arising from the 
famine is indescribable. 
Committees 
of foreign residents have been formed 
to arrange systematic relief.

General Staff H as 
Brought It Up to 
High State of Efficiency. 
Washington, 
Dec. 4.—-Neither 
the 
American ambassador to France nor 
the like otiicial at Berlin could treat of 
the situation 
w hich now 
exists be­ 
tween France and Germany in any re­ 
port which 
could be 
published here 
without involving them in trouble. But 
it is believed the meaning of the last 
German action is to be found in the 
fact that when iii 
last July the Mo­ 
roccan situation developed a critical 
crisis, the Frent h general staff dis­ 
covered that the whole army and par­ 
ticularly the transportation facilities 
were 
not 
in 
a condition 
justifying 
France in adopting an agressive atti­ 
tude.

have kept close watch on the situation 
that the Germans have likewise been 
quietly and as t a r a. possible sec retly 
increasing th * efficiency ol their army. 
But when the internal resources failed 
in the matter of turn. .ing a sufficient 
quantity of railway material and it be 
came necessary for the German gov­ 
ernment to go to foreign countries for 
a supply it was found that such an or­ 
der could not be concealed. 
So as a 
result the vast o rd e r of transportation 
material was boldly announced from 
Berlin as an aet of preparedness in re­ 
sponse to the readiness of F ran c e in 
the way of military movements. 
Both France and Germany a r e evi­ 
dently strengthening their positions in 
preparation for th e coming conference 
over Moroccan affairs, over which they 
have differed so long and which may 
yat plunge them into war.

St. Petersburg, Jan. 4.—The general 
meeting of the workmen’s council and 
of representatives 
of the proletariat 
organizations which was held across 
the Finnish border, lasted for thirty- 
six hours, adjourning 
at 1:40 a. rn.

had proved 
to be too strong 
in its 
fight 
against the 
strikers and

at the meeting 
were committed. 
It was admitted that, 
the attempt to give battle to the gov­ 
ernment 
without

preparation was a mistake and a com­ 
plete change in tactics was decided 
upon. 
A 
new council of 
workmen 
consisting of 150 members was elect­ 
ed. 
Similar councils will be organized 
everywhere, following which a general 
congress will he called and an elabo­ 
rate plan of battle against the govern­ 
ment 
formulated, 
iii the 
meantime 
the propaganda of the agitators will 
be kept up, especially in tho army, in 
order to show that the proletariat or­ 
ganizations are firmly resolved not to 
compromise with the government, 
it 
was also decided not to take [tart in 
the elections for the douma. 
Just prior to the adjournment of the 
meeting a resolution 
was passed to 
turn the anniversary of Jan. 22 (Red 
Sunday) into a day of mourning. For 
this purpose an appeal will be made 
to the socialist 
workmen’s organiza­ 
tion both in Europe

manifest their

They eulogized the junior senator on 
the score of many great public serv­ 
ices and urgently pleaded for the im­ 
mediate defeat of the resolution. Sen­ 
ator Raines described Senator Depew 
as a sick man and Objected to any de­ 
lay in the matter, declaring that it was 
brutal to keep such a threat hanging 
over his head for even a week. 
Minority Leader Grady said that th*’

Tile P y th o n * Are I'nornion* nnd Feed 
on Pl**" ami * "Iilid reu. 
In the Sarawak Gazette Is an article 
on the snakes of that part of Borneo. 
Of tin* poisonous reptiles it sayst “The 
cobra (Na J a tripudiaus) 
I-* a 
black 
snake which raises its head to strike 
when irritated, at the same time ex 
(Minding th** hood at either side of th** 
neck. It spits at intruders and hisses 
like a cat, whence it is known as 
“ular tedong puss;’* in so m e parts, too, 
as “to*long m ats h a rt” The word “te- 
dong” in Bara wa k is apparently ap­ 
plied to all large snakes which Malays 
consider to la* poisonous, and, as our 
Malays are hut ill acquainted with 
these animals, quito a num ber of large 
but harmless forms are designated by 
this term. 
The hamadryad LNaja bun* 
gams) is a brown snake, considerably 
bigger but rarer than tin* cobra. 
It is 
rather shy, but when ♦»rner***l, like 
the cobra. It raises its head and ex­ 
pands th** bood bei'ure striking. 
Its 
foal Is chiefly other snakes. 
“ Less dangerous than tiles** najas 
ar** tin* vipers, of which 
tin* most 
common species is th** green viper, 
which reaches a length of two feet or 
mon*. The head is large and shaped 
Ilk** an ace of spades. This creature is 
a tree snake and very sluggish. The 
‘bungarus’ are of several species, one, 
Buugarus fasciatus, of length up to 
four feet, being black with yellow 
rings. It is called the ‘ular buku tebu’ 
(sugar cam* joints) by natives. There 
ar** also sea snakes of many species. 
The tail of a sea snake is flattened 
and oarlike.” 
Saraw ak has other snakes: “o f the 
pythons there are two species. 
Py­ 
thon retlculatus grows to an enor­ 
mous sir.**, over twenty feet. 
It is 
very fond of pigs, but varies Its diet 
by 
various animals, including even 
children. 
Tin* oil of this snake is used 
by 
Malays as 
an embrocation 
for 
bruises. The other species of python, 
Python cultus, is interesting in that 
its flesh tastes like that of fowl—at 
least, so Dyaks say. and they are au­ 
thorities on snake flesh, for they eat 
a number of the large snakes.”
